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Town centre all set to 
get new alcohol order 


NEWMARKET town centre could 
soon be subject to an alcohol rul¬ 
ing to help reduce anti-social be¬ 
haviour, if plans are approved by 
Forest Heath District Council to¬ 
night. 

A Designated Public Place Order 
(DPPO) will mean that police and 
PCSOs can order people to stop 
drinking in a public place. They 
will also have the power to seize 
their alcohol. 

While revellers will still be able 
to drink in public, it will be classed 
as an offence if they do not com¬ 
ply with police instructions if told 
to stop. 

The order, which is recommend¬ 
ed for approval, would cover areas 
from Fred Archer Way to around 
Palace Street, Old Station Road, All 
Saints Road and Park Lane. 

It will also apply the length of 
the High Street from the Grosven- 
er Yard turning, and up Bury Road 
and Moulton Road. 

Anyone who refuses to comply 
or hand over their alcohol could 
be arrested and/or fined up to 
£500. 

District Cllr Robin Millar, who 
represents All Saints, said: “Many 
people live in and visit Newmarket 
town centre. It is right that they are 
able to do so safely and without 
inconvenience.

“With that in mind, we have 
been working with the police 
and town council to help mini¬ 
mise nuisance and disorder in the 
town. I am hopeful my colleagues 
will support this joint effort and 
vote in support of an order.” 

The issue was first brought up 
at Newmarket Town Council 
almost two years ago, in a 
meeting where Cllr Joy 
Uney said street drink¬ 
ing in Church Lane and 
New Cut was “unpleas¬ 
ant and unsightly”. 

She has welcomed 
the proposed DPPO by 
FHDC. Cllr Uney said: 

“It was an observation of 
mine afterwards that on 
one particular occasion I 
had gone through there twice 
and people were drinking in the 
morning and the evening. 

“I am in support of this DPPO 
because it gives the police more 
enforcement. It won’t encroach on 
people behaving themselves and 
enjoying themselves.” 

A public consultation was held 
into the issue from December 
2013 until February 2014 and was 
strongly backed by locals and 
councillors. 


Robin Hardy, on behalf of the 
Newmarket Town Pastors, said: 
“We are aware of the proposals 
and anything to make Newmarket 
a safer place in the evening would 
be welcomed by the town pas¬ 
tors.” 

Sgt Mark Shipton added: “We 
have been working in partnership 
with FHDC and have been fully 
supportive of the DPPO applica¬ 
tion, as it is seen as another 
tool that can be used by 
frontline officers to tack¬ 
le nuisance or annoy¬ 
ance associated with 
drinking alcohol in a 
public place. 

“Newmarket is a 
peaceful town, but like 
other places disorderly 
incidents do occur. These 
incidents impact on the 
residents’ rights to peacefully 
enjoy their own homes and the 
town itself. 

“Statistics and experience will 
show that the misuse of alcohol 
often plays a part in these inci¬ 
dents.” 

If approved, councillors hope 
to have the order in place for the 
start of the World Cup on June 12.

needs £15,000 


PASSENGERS of a vital Dial 
a Ride service in Newmar¬ 
ket are appealing for help to 
raise the £30,000 they need 
to purchase a new bus. 

The Voluntary Network

She said: “I don’t know 
what I would do without 
it. I’ve been having to go to 
the hospital and to doctor’s 
appointments and I just 
wouldn’t be able to take 
buses and taxis every 
week. 

“I’ve made new 
friends when we go 
for arranged lunch¬ 
es, it has been 
great. My daugh¬ 
ter says she never 
knows when I’m go¬ 
ing to be in anymore!” 

Catherine Robinson, 
voluntary network manager, 
said: “We have been trying 
to raise the funds for about 
two months now and have 
already raised £15,000. It has 
been unbelievable. 

“This service just makes 



such a difference to every¬ 
one. We get paid to take our 
passengers from A to B but 
in practice it’s so much more 
than that.” 

With the money raised, 
the organisation hopes to re¬ 
place one of their buses 
to avoid having to cut 
the service when 
it needs mainte¬ 
nance work. 

Catherine add¬ 
ed: “If we get a new 
vehicle we can get 
the service we have 
lost back to full scale 
and help so many 
more people.” 

Many local councillors 
and businesses have already 
pledged their support.

what to do. I was utterly 
shocked by it and I nerv¬ 
ously laughed. I really regret 
I didn’t react differently.” 

Fee, a father of four, was 
standing behind her “laugh¬ 
ing and grinning” said the 
woman. Her boyfriend had 
been “fuming” when he 
learned what had happened, 
she said. 

Fee, 55, of Freckenham 
Road, Worlington, has 
pleaded not guilty to two of¬ 
fences of sexually assaulting 
the woman. 

Following his arrest, Fee 
told police: “I went up to 
her and squeezed her bum

cheeks. I didn’t consider that 
as sexual. It was pure fun.” 

He has also pleaded not 
guilty to the rape and assault 
causing actual bodily harm 
of another woman in De¬ 
cember 2012. 

Prosecutor Charles My- 
att said during a 65-min¬ 
ute interview Fee claimed 
to police that the alleged 
rape victim had punched a 
wall before throwing herself 
down beside the toilet. 

Fee said that what hap¬ 
pened between himself and 
the woman had been with 
her full consent.

PUPILS at a school in Red 
Lodge are set to represent 
the UK in an international 
programming competition 
held in Brazil. 

A team of eight year six 
pupils from St Christopher’s 
Primary School, on Bellflow¬ 
er Crescent in Red Lodge, 
will travel to Joaoa Pessoa in 
Brazil in July, after winning 
two awards at the national 
Robocup Cospace Champi¬ 
onship in Ipswich in March. 

The team will be represent¬ 
ing the UK in the competi¬ 
tion that sees teams create a 
programme to guide a robot 
for eight minutes, picking up 
objects and avoiding obsta¬ 
cles. 

Once the robot has been 
programmed, teams cannot 
change its course. 

Bonus points are given if 
objects collected can be de¬ 
posited into other areas of 
the course. 

But in order for the pupils 
to compete in Brazil, the 
school needs to raise £15,000 
to send them there. 


ICT co-ordinator Andrew 
Severy said: “I received an

told the team about it. 

“They are very very excited 
and they are really up for it so 


now we just need the fund¬ 
ing. 

“We think we will need 
about £15,000 with the 


flights and accommodation 
so we will be planning lots of 
fundraising in school and the 
PTA will be helping.” 

St Christopher’s are also 
asking for the help of local 
businesses who may be able 
to add to their total. 

Mr Severy added: “Any 
amount will be greatly re¬ 
ceived because of course it 
can’t come out of the school 
budget.” 

And with programming set 
to be added to the national 
curriculum this September, 
the trip is more important 
than ever.

Sun shines for 813th 
year of Reach Fair

MORRIS dancing, penny scattering 
and flying displays were all on offer 
at a village outside Newmarket on 
Monday. 

The annual Reach Fair came alive 
on Monday afternoon as it was 
opened by the Mayor of Cambridge 
at Fair Green. 

Cyclists made their way to the fair 
on their annual bike ride, organised 
by the Cambride Cycling Campaign, 
from the Guildhall in Cambridge, 
past Jesus Green and down to Bot- 
tisham before reaching Reach for 
the grand opening at 12pm. 

Stalls, fairground rides, and even a 
circus packed out the green, as up to 
8,000 people flocked to the village. 

The fete has been held every 
year since 1201 and used to start 
with “p° or villagers” chasing coins 
thrown by the wealthy. 

Nowadays, the coin throwing is 
merely ceremonial, with the Aider- 
men in their full regalia scattering 
the newly minted pennies for the lo¬ 
cal children. 

Jan Tabecki, one of the fair organ¬ 
isers, said: “It’s gone very well and 
we have had big crowds all day 

“The sun has been coming and 
going but it’s been a nice day over all. 

“It’s been heaving with people.” 

Pupils of Swaffham Prior School 
took to the Maypole shortly after the 
opening to demonstrate traditional 
Maypole dancing for visitors. 

Traditional Molly dancing and 
Morris Dancing was also held on 
the stage by the Devil’s Dyke Morris 
Men, all hailing from the Newmar¬ 
ket area, and the Swaffham Prior 
students. 

Visitors also tucked into fish and 
chips, cream teas, barbecue and ice 
creams, making the most of the nice 
weather. 

Traditional fairground games in¬ 
cluding a coconut shy, beat the goal¬ 
ie and a Rol’A’Ball stall entertained 
visitors. 

Jan added: “There’s been no end of

NEWMARKET College will 
benefit as its partnership 
school, Samuel Ward Acad¬ 
emy in Haverhill, has been 
selected to become a teach¬ 
ing school.

Samuel Ward’s partners 
include Anglia Ruskin Uni¬ 
versity, West Suffolk College 
and Suffolk County Council. 

“A large cohort” of po¬ 
tential teachers have been 
identified for the coming 
academic year, and will be 
placed in schools across the 
teaching alliance. 

The aim of the training is 
to create a group of oustand- 
ing-rated teachers who will 
continue to benefit partner¬ 
ship schools in future. 


The academy was chosen 
by the National College for 
Teaching and Leadership 
(NCTL). 

Charlie Taylor, chief exec¬ 
utive of NCTL, said: “Samuel 
Ward Academy should be 
very proud of their teaching 
school status. 

“It recognises the school’s 
outstanding performance 
and its track record of rais¬ 
ing standards through sup¬ 
porting other schools.” 

The Samuel Ward Schools 
partnership, formed in 2011, 
includes primary schools in 
and around Haverhill. 


Girl, 7, touched 
me, 79-year-old 
man tells court 


A MAN has denied mak¬ 
ing a 7-year-old girl touch 
his genitals - saying she 
grabbed him before unzip¬ 
ping his trousers. 

Albert Waters, 79, is ac¬ 
cused of sexually assault¬ 
ing the girl when he was 
babysitting on May 11, as 
well as a charge of inde¬ 
cent exposure. 

Denying sexual assault 
of a child under 13 by 
touching, he described 
how the girl got out of bed 
and “started doing dance 
moves” as he tried to get a 
whoopee cushion off her 
sister. 

Waters, of Pound Close, 
Burwell, said she touched 
him and he moved her 
hand away. She then un¬ 
zipped his trousers, Waters 
said. 

His barrister Emma 
Ranee asked him: “When 
[the complainant] did this 


what went through your 
mind?” 

He replied: “I was abso¬ 
lutely staggered that any 
young child would think 
of doing such a thing.” He 
added that she then said 
“don’t tell daddy”. 

Waters said the allega¬ 
tion he took her pyjamas 
off and was a “complete 
and utter he”. 

He denied exposing him¬ 
self to both girls when they 
showed him Christmas 
presents. 

Sara Walker, prosecut¬ 
ing at Cambridge Crown 
Court, asked him why he 
had not called the father 
straight away about her 
“dangerous” behaviour, 
to which he replied: “I in¬ 
tended to sort it out in the 
morning.” 

She called his version of 
events “nonsense”. 

The trial continues. 


Speeders 
caught in 
campaign 

ALMOST 700 motorists were 
caught speeding across Suffolk 
in a week-long enforcement 
campaign. 

During a week of enforce¬ 
ment checks, 659 drivers were 
seen speeding in Suffolk. Lixed 
cameras caught 133 motorists 
speeding while the others were 
caught by police officers on pa¬ 
trol or mobile cameras. 

The campaign was carried 
out with the Roads Policing 
Unit and vans from Suffolk 
Safe Cam, led by the Euro¬ 
pean Traffic Police Network 
(TISPOL). 

Speeding is seen as one of 
the fatal four driving offences 
along with drink driving, using 
a mobile phone and seatbelt 
offences. 

Police endeavoured to high¬ 
light the dangers of speeding 
to drivers through education 
and enforcement, with most 
being given a £100 fine and 
three points.

Stop this waste 

I HAVE opposed the National Trust's 
so-called 'Wicken Vision' since its 
inception because it involves the 
abuse and misuse of thousands of 
acres of our finest food-growing 
Fen farmland and because I have 
had considerable doubts as to the 
Trust's capability to cope with such 
a scheme. 

Despite my opposition I have 
attended many meetings at Wicken 
and elsewhere. 

I attended the most recent one (as 
a representative of Swaffham Prior) 
and came away in despair in part 
because the concerns of myself and 
others (from Burwell and Reach) 
were either ignored or shouted 
down. 

It appears that there are problems 
with the huge bridge (built in 2010) 
over Reach Lode - now described 
as a 'ski slope' - that will cost 
much time and money to rectify; 
it appears that that the Trust has 
had to go to law to employ bailiffs 
to remove horses from Burwell 
Fen; it appears that there has been 
vandalism of the Trust's property 
and the letting loose of cattle; it 
appears that increased car parking 
problems in Wicken village - 
problems which we do not wish to 
see replicated in Burwell, Reach 
and Swaffham Prior - are still not 
resolved despite endless debate and 
discussion over at least 15 years 
to my certain knowledge; and it 
appears that the Trust has money 
worries, too. 

My opinion is that 'the old' Wicken 
Fen was and is acceptable but that 
the wider 'Wicken Vision' is a silly 
concept and unmanageable by the 
present management. 

Much public money has gone into 
it: much public money appears to 
have been wasted. It's time for the 
waste to be stopped.

A PHD student is appealing 
for help to find out more 
about an illustration of 
women exercising racehors¬ 
es during the war. 

Esther Harper, 31, from 
Cambridge, is researching 
the history of horseracing in 
the late 19th and early 20th 
centuries, working with the 
National Horseracing Mu¬ 
seum. 

Her research has turned 
to women working at rac¬ 
ing stables during the First 
World War. 

So far, Esther, a student at 
King’s College, London, has 
tracked down details of who 
she believes was the first fe¬ 
male trainer, Ellen Chaloner, 
in 1885. 

But she has also found an 
image published in weekly 
illustrated newspaper The 
Graphic in 1917 that has 
so far left her puzzled. 

The image, titled 
Doing their bit at 
Newmarket: Girls 
exercising race¬ 

horses while the 
stable boys are 
fighting shows 

women riding out, 
but she’s not found 
any mention of it any¬ 
where else. 

She said: “I came across 
this illustration quite by 
chance when researching 
how women were repre¬ 
sented. 

“This illustration said the 
women were doing their bit 
while the lads were away 
fighting but so far it’s been 
an anomaly for me. 

“I can’t find anything from 
newspapers during the war 
years to show anything simi¬ 
lar. 

“There does not seem to

First World War?

tributes paid to 
Lester, 55, who 
died on cycle ride

HEARTFELT tributes have been 
paid to a devoted father-of-six 
and keen sportsman who died 
while training for a charity cycle 
ride. 

Lester Potter, 55, was out cy¬ 
cling with friends when he fell off 
his bicycle in Moulton Road, Ch- 
eveley and died. 

The incident happened at 
around 10.15am on Saturday, 
April 19, and despite the best ef¬ 
forts of the emergency services 
and Lester’s friends, he died at the 
scene. A post mortem revealed 
that Lester had undetected heart 
disease. 

Lester worked as a clients ser¬ 
vices director for Vodafone, was 
a former captain and player for 
Ely Tigers Rugby Club, and was a 
dedicated member of Ely City Golf 
Club. 

He lived in The Warren, Witch- 
ford, and leaves his wife of 16 
years, Penny, and six children; Lisa 
Potter-Coyne, 31, Jenna Riches, 
27, Lucy Cornell, 23, Kate Potter, 
20, Emily Potter, 19, and Edward 
Potter, 13. Lester also leaves a 
grandson, 7-year-old Ben Riches. 

Penny, 56, said: “Lester was the 
most amazing husband, father, 
grandfather and son who lived life

to the full. 

“He was larger than life, outgo¬ 
ing, found humour in everything, 
generous and was generally the 
life and soul of everything. He will 
be terribly missed.” 

Lester, who was also a member 
of the Ely Porta Masons Lodge, 
was due to take part in a 450-mile 
team cycle ride from Geneva to 
Milan in June to raise money for 
charity. He had been training with 
friends from the Ely Cycling Club 
and Ely Tri Club. 

Penny said: “Lester literally 
just stopped cycling and fell off 
his bike. He’d gone out early that 
morning and was planning to cy¬ 


cle 70 miles. He was building his 
training up gradually, just how 
you are meant to. 

“The emergency services were 
called and Carl Ward, one of his 
friends who was with him, and the 
others did everything they could 
but it was too late. Lester had 
gone. 

“The post mortem showed that 
Lester had heart disease which 
had gone completely undetected. 
It’s come as a huge shock as he 
was such a fit and healthy man. 

“It’s a disease which means he 
could have died at any time and 
part of me is just grateful that he 
died having a good time and do¬ 
ing something he loved.” 

The cycle ride will still go ahead 
and Penny is hoping to raise as 
much money for ImoreChild - 
the charity which it is supporting 
- by completing the equivalent of 
the route via sponsored bike rides 
over the summer. 

She completed her first one - 
the ‘Cambridge 50’ cycle ride - on 
Sunday in his memory. 

A special service for Lester is 
being held at Lenland Cremato¬ 
rium in Knights End Road, March, 
on Lriday at 11.30am. People are 
asked to wear bright colours.

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Saving lives, for 42 years 



Suffolk Accident and 
Rescue Service (SARS) 
is celebrating its 42nd 
anniversary. 

NATALIE ROBINSON 
finds out more, from 
the longest serving 
volunteer medic, Dr 
Andy Mason 

A VITAL charity in Suffolk has cel¬ 
ebrated 42 years of saving lives this 
week. 

The Suffolk Accident Rescue Ser¬ 
vice (SARS) was launched on May 
1, 1972, and has attended almost 
16,000 medical emergencies round 
Suffolk and surrounding counties in 
the 42 years since. 

And Dr Andrew Mason also 
joined the anniversary celebrations 
last week, currently holding the 
crown for the charity’s longest serv¬ 
ing volunteer. 

Dr Mason, who has been working 
with SARS since 1974, said: “SARS 
has seen a lot of changes since it 
was set up back in the 1970s and the 
standard of prehospital care in our 
region has improved immensely 
since then. 


“Although we now have a smaller 
number of volunteers, the level of 
patient care provided is much high¬ 
er. 

“Our volunteers are highly- 
trained specialists who can sedate 
patients, administer powerful pain¬ 
killing drugs and undertake ad¬ 
vanced life-saving procedures be¬ 
fore patients reach hospital.” 

Doctors and paramedics at the 
charity provide emergency care for 
patients with serious or life-threat¬ 
ening conditions before they are 
transferred to hospital. 

In the last 42 years, SARS have 
provided medical cover for royal 


visitors who were travelling by heli¬ 
copter in the 1970s and attended 
a coach crash in Ipswich where a 
coach of 38 passengers overturned 
on the A12. 

In the 1990s, the charity became 
the largest immediate care char¬ 
ity in the country, with 170 doctors 
volunteering. Volunteer paramed¬ 
ics were also welcomed into their 
ranks in 2011. 

Now the charity is hoping to 
raise cash to fund a brand new ve¬ 
hicle, after the need for its service 
was highlighted in 2013 when they 
were sent to six different incidents 
in three separate counties with

seven different volunteers within 24 
hours. 

Dr Mason added: “This year, we 
are hoping to raise enough money 
to fund a new emergency team re¬ 
sponse vehicle kitted out with a 
wide range of specialist life saving 
equipment, much of which was un¬ 
available 42 years ago.”

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Man jailed for 
assaulting his 
ex-girlfriend 


A NEWMARKET man who assaulted his ex¬ 
girlfriend has been sentenced to four months 
imprisonment. 

William Mackenzie, of Park Lane, had de¬ 
nied the attack but was in February found 
guilty by a jury at Ipswich Crown Court. He 
was also convicted of damaging the woman’s 
mobile phone. 

On Monday, April 28, Mackenzie, 20, re¬ 
turned to court to be sentenced to a total of 
four months custody for the two offences. 

Judge Rupert Overbury said it was the only 
appropriate sentence he could pass. 

During his trial, the court heard prosecu¬ 
tion claims that Mackenzie had slammed 
shut a window at his bedsit on the hands of 
his 18-year-old girlfriend as she tried to climb 
out. 

The woman, who had until a month before 
the incident been in a relationship for two 
years with Mackenzie, said that he had bom¬ 
barded her with up to 20 text messages a day 
after they parted. 

The court heard that Mackenzie had be-

come enraged when he found what he be¬ 
lieved was evidence that the woman had been 
exchanging text messages with another man. 

After she went to Mackenzie’s bedsit in the 
early hours of August 26 last year he had re¬ 
fused to let her leave, smashed her mobile 
phone and assaulted her as well as cutting off 
a piece of her hair and ripping off some of her 
clothes, the woman said. 

Mackenzie had denied refusing the allow 
the woman to leave the bedsit and he was 
found not guilty by the jury of a charge of false 
imprisonment. 

Giving evidence during the trial Mackenzie 
claimed that she had been acting aggressively 
towards him and struck him in the face. 

Mackenzie claimed that injuries sustained 
by his girlfriend resulted from her acciden¬ 
tally being caught in the door to the bedsit as 
he tried to close it and from his closing a first 
floor window to save her from jumping out.

Hailing from Cambridge and blurring thcT^N 
boundaries between jazz and almost 
everything else, the multi-instrumentalist 
and singer-songwriter is preparing for 
the launch of his debut album, First Mind . 
ELLA WALKER finds out more.

ick Mulvey 


NICK Mulvey’s speaking voice has a 
constant, restless edge of agitation to it. 

His singing voice though is a richly- 
layered wonder that loops and grips and 
draws you in. 

It's also just one strand of the 
Cambridge-born singer-songwriter's 
arsenal of talents and accolades. Now 
based in Dalston, East London, the 
multi-instrumentalist (he's a big fan 
of all things percussive), is the son of 
an opera singer and the grandson 
of a pianist, he's supported Laura 
Marling and is lined-up to tour 
with London Grammar in June; was 
longlisted for the BBC's Sound of 
2014, has a degree in music from 
the School of Oriental and African 
Studies in London, and is just 26 
years old. 

Impressive. He also started out in 
Mercury Music Prize-nominated jazz 
group Portico Quartet. 

When we speak Mulvey is travelling 
back from Cornwall where's he's been 
doing his first round of shows with a live 
band. His solo gigs to date 
have just involved him expertly picking at 
an acoustic guitar, but 
things are beginning to seriously escalate 
for the bearded musician. 

Since releasing his second brilliant, melodic 
EP Fever to the Form in 2013, he's gone 
from echoey gigs in churches (he played the 
Emmanual United Reform in Cambridge last 
November), to turning 150 people away at 
his last Cornish gig this weekend. He's even 
deemed cool enough to appear on the Made 
In Chelsea soundtrack, so there. 

Laid back, although sometimes wavering 
from intense to disinterested, it's quite a leap 
considering, musically, he's notoriously difficult 
to pin down. "I always find it very difficult to 
describe my sound because it's quite limiting 
putting words on it,'' he says thoughtfully. 



"From my end there's so much going on, so 
when someone says 'put it in a sentence' it's 
like 'arghhT' 

"I definitely don't have a word for it and to 
be honest, in this day and age when often 
reading about music is one click away from just 
listening to it, I don't think I need to put it in a 
sentence any more. People can just listen.'' 

It's a good point. Throwing yourself into 
YouTube is also helpful when trying to make 
sense of his influences, which are just as tricky 
to track. There's the stuff he grew up with, 
"The Beatles, blues music or great songwriters 
like Van Morrison'', then his teenage years, 
pumped with "the hip hop and drum & bass 
and raves I went to'', submerged in years of 
electronica, followed by "modern classical 
music and people like Steve Reich and Philip 
Glass and minimalist music'', while at the same 
time he was getting into "pop music from 
Zimbabwe or ceremonial music from Senegal 
or lots of Congolese music''. He also got "really 
interested in Islamic music and Moroccan 
music and Egyptian music''. 

He sounds like he's all over the place - how 
do you distil those influences and find a 


common ground, unique to you? "Between 
all this different stuff,'' Mulvey muses. "What 
I like is where hypnotic and texture based 
repetitive music meets song and songwriting 
and song-singing.'' 

The result, after pottering, tinkering and 
listening to all of that, is his debut full length 
record, First Mind, out on May 12. 

He's been working on it for more than three 
years, with a lot of the guitar parts in particular 
"brewing” while he was still in Portico Quartet 
and playing the Hang - a steel drum type 
invention that you rarely see bandied about. 

He left the 2008 Mercury Music Prize- 
nominated jazz outfit, whose album Knee 
Deep in the North Sea lost out to Elbow's 
Seldom Seen Kid, in 2011. 

"It was a change I needed and wanted to 
make,” he explains matter of factly. "Even 
though there are some moments when I miss 
them, in general it was the right move, it all 
works out. It was the right move for them as 
well, they were happy for me to go." 

Despite the months of hard grafting, and the 
pressure of being up on stage all alone without 
his former bandmates, Mulvey is more hyped 
than terrified by the prospect of the album 
release in just over a week's time. 

"I'm not nervous, I'm really, really excited,” 
he buzzes. "I'm very proud of it and I feel 
like I've done my best and when you feel like 
you've done your best then it liberates you 
from being too nervous because it's like, well, 
I'll get what I deserve.” 

Although he won't be back on home turf 
until the Cambridge Folk Festival this summer, 
and he's all caught up in this debut album 
business, Mulvey is still working on snippets of 
new material. "In a way I'm always writing, to 
be able to do it at all I think you have to do it 
a bit every day,” he says. "I've got lots of new 
little bits and pieces coming through.” 

Hopefully he'll stay on equally impressive 
form.

FRANK (15, 95 mins) 

IN the mid 1980s, musician Chris Sievey gave 
birth to Frank Sidebottom, a sharp-suited 
comic persona with a large papier-mache 
head, who was forever 35 years old and 
carried a hand-puppet sidekick named Little 
Frank. 

This cartoonish alter-ego became 
ensconced in the Madchester music scene, 
made regular appearances on television and 
famously gave birth to Caroline Aherne's 
mock talk show host Mrs Merton on one of 
his radio shows. 

Having faded into relative obscurity in 
the 1990s, Sidebottom made a series of 
comebacks and remained a cult favourite on 
the music and comedy scenes until Sievey's 
death in June 2010. 

Journalist Jon Ronson's memories of the 
man and the myth provide an unlikely spark 
of inspiration for Frank, a musical comedy 
that is, to be frank, too self-consciously 
bonkers for its own good. 

Ronson's script, co-written by Peter 
Straughan, taps into the appeal of other 
outsider musicians like Daniel Johnston 
and Captain Beefheart as it dramatises the 
efforts of a group of misfits to record an 
album. 

Oscar nominee Michael Fassbender, who 
was terrifying in 12 Years A Slave, spends 
almost the entire film encased within a giant 
fibreglass noggin, concealing his emotions 
from us as well as the other cast. 

The unlikely narrator though is Jon 
(Domhnall Gleeson), a musically-challenged, 
socially-awkward young man, who 
composes lyrics in his bedroom. 

During a walk along the beachfront, he 
encounters a band called the Soronprfbs, 
whose keyboardist has just suffered a 



mental breakdown. 

"Can you play, C, F and G?" asks the 
band's manager Don (Scoot McNairy) and 
Jon is hastily enlisted to play a gig that 
night where he must gel seamlessly with 
theremin player Clara (Maggie Gyllenhaal), 
French bassist Baraque (Francois Civil), 
percussionist Nana (Carla Azar) and quixotic 
lead singer Frank (Fassbender). 

The concert is a disaster but Jon keeps 
his place and joins the band on a rural Irish 
retreat to record an LP. 

In this idyll, Jon discovers that Frank plays 
with madness every day and demands 
unachievable perfection from the band. 

"Frank is, with all his issues, the 100 


percent sanest cat I've ever met,'' coos Don. 

There are undeniable moments of fiery 
brilliance in Lenny Abrahamson's film 
including a sexually-charged encounter 
between Jon and Clara in a hot tub. 

But these cannot compensate for the 
lunacy that Frank wears like a badge of 
honour. Every member of the band is 
dysfunctional to the point that we struggle 
to relate to them. 

Gyllenhaal sinks her pearly whites into her 
role with gusto but Gleeson's delusions of 
musical grandeur wear thin well before the 
Soronprfbs embark on an ill-fated trip to 
Texas to perform at the South by Southwest 
music festival.

Electric grant continues 



THE RENAULT ZOE: Attractive car available with attractive discount 


THE Government is to extend the 
£5,000 grant scheme open to anyone 
who buys a car with plug-in electric 
power. 

It is part of a £500 million move to 
encourage car owners - and city au¬ 
thorities - to take up the electric car 
baton and run with it.

Classic glory 
lights up HQ 


NIGHT Of Thunder and Miss 
France were duly crowned QIPCO 
2000 and 1000 Guineas champions 
respectively on Newmarket’s Rowley 
Mile last weekend. 

The victory in the colts’ race for the 
Richard Hannon-trained Night Of 
Thunder marked a Classic return for 
49-year-old jockey Kieren Fallon. 

It was Fallon’s fifth 2000 Guineas 
victory and 16th British Classic in 
total, but his first since Alexandrova 
won the Oaks in 2006. 

But he had to control 40-1 shot 
Night Of Thunder veering across the 
track before bringing him home to 
win by half a length from Kingman. 

“I thought I was going to go and 
win easily but when I went up half 
a length, he stopped with me,” said 
Fallon. 

“He was still good enough to win 
and it was a great performance.” 

Second-placed Kingman, who 
went off as 6-4 favourite and is 
trained by John Gosden, could head 
to the Curragh later this month for 
the Tattersalls Irish 2,000 Guineas. 

The fillies’ Classic at Newmarket 
earned trainer Andre Fabre a first 
British 1000 Guineas success as Miss 
France took victory by a neck from 
Lightning Thunder. 

And it was also a maiden success 
in a British Classic for jockey Maxime 
Guyon. 

“This is the first time I have won 
this race and it is a really impor¬ 
tant race in England and I am really 
happy,” said Guyon.

KEVIN Grainger believes Newmarket 
have a strong platform to build on for 
the future following their 2-1 victory 
over Felixstowe & Walton United in 
the Red Insure Cup final at Diss.
